PLOT TO MURDER 
‘‘BIG 3” FOILED 


W ashington. Dee. 18 (AP)—Peace 
for this generation at least may 
evolve from the Cairo-Teheran con­ 
ferences, says President Roosevelt, 
back at his W hite House desk today 
after a 36-day, 25.000-mile trip th at 
was spiced, to say the least, by a 
threat to his personal safety. 
M eeting the press after this, Mr. 
Roosevelt, with his usual flair for 
the unexpected, revealed why he 
moved to the R ussian embassy in 
Teheran, Iran, for his talks with 
Stalin and Churchill. 
Stalin, he said, warned him that 
there was a Nazi plot afoot against
